Towards A Better University: 





Post Graduate Studies 





Last April Dr. Robert C. Rae, Principal and Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the University, announced that the University shall 
offer two programmes leading to the master’s degree. The 
respective fields in which these degrees would be granted 
will be English and Fine Art Education. 

The research behind the announcement of this programme 
was a two year investigation made by the Academic De- 
velopment Committee of the University Council, which 
analyzed the historical background of Sir George Williams, 
the unmet needs of our community, the facilities and re- 
sources of our Institution, the advantages and disadvantages 
of graduate studies and the effects of post-graduate com- 
mitments by the University. This committee came to the 
conclusion that, as the University had continuously tried to 
service the needs of the community, it could fulfill a very 
important role in providing graduate education to employed 
adults as well as full-time day students where a real demand 
existed. 

The committee realized that this was part of the natural 
growth and development of our University. They felt that 
the presence of graduate students and scholars doing re- 
search would strengthen our undergraduate programmes 
and that faculty members would be stimulated by the op- 
portunity of being associated with advanced studies and 


research. In fact, it has become almost impossible to get 
or keep highly qualified and inspired teachers at a Univer- 
sity unless the opportunity to participate in graduate work 
is available. 


THE MECHANICS OF M.A.:: 

The ADC made the recommendation that the University 
accept the principle of offering graduate work. This was 
approved and a Board of Graduate Studies was created 
to receive recommendations from the various departments 
and to scrutinize, evaluate, accept or reject the various pro- 
posals. The Board has also been given the task of drawing 
up the regulations, the standards of admission and the 
standards of achievement of the students. 

In the first few months of its operation, the Board review- 
ed proposals made by some departments. The programmes 
were carefully analyzed and the library holdings to support 
these programmes were investigated. Two programmes intro- 
duced in September, 1965, are now in operation. 


THE ENGLISH PROGRAMME: 

The English Department offers its M.A. programme in 
late afternoon and early evening, making it available to both 
day and evening students concurrently. In presenting its 


POST GRADUATE STUDIES: 


proposal to the Board of Graduate Studies, the English 
Department said: “The ‘model’ for graduate work in English 
differs somewhat from the traditional idea of research sym- 
bolized by the scientific Ph.D. While such disciplines as 
philology, semantics, bibliography and paleography have a 
necessary place in advanced English studies, the main con- 
cern of a Master’s degree programme should be to inculcate 
a deeper, wider, more critical and more philosophical under- 
standing of the literary tradition than can be achieved in 
the four undergraduate years. Specialized study in depth and 
the writing of long scholarly or critical papers are necessary 
features of the programme, but in most cases they are 
means to achieve this larger purpose rather than ends in 
themselves.” 

The requirements for admission is an Honours Degree in 
English or its equivalent. The programme consists of four 
courses at the graduate level as well as the submission of a 
thesis. The minimum residence time for the completion of 
the degree by a full-time student is one year. Nine students 
are registered in the programme this year. 


FINE ARTS PROGRAMME: 

The fine Arts Department launched its programme of 
M.A. in Fine Art Education based on the belief that teachers 
of art, at every level, should have an intimate understanding 
of the nature of art. The research programme requires that 
the candidate choose a major and a minor area of study 
from the fields of painting, graphics or sculpture. Seminars 
stress the integration of relevant material from other disci- 
plines with studio experience, the philosophy and practice 
of teaching, art history and aesthetics of importance. 

This programme is also offered in the late afternoon and 
evening for the convenience of both full-time and _part- 
time students. 

To qualify for admission, candidates should have a 
Bachelor of Arts degree, or the equivalent, and have attained 
a “B” or better average in Fine Arts. The programme re- 
quires five full courses and a thesis which must contribute 
in some way to knowledge, and display good literary form. 
The minimum residence time for the completion of the 
degree by a full-time student is one year. Six students are 
active in this field this year. 


AN INSPIRING TASK: 

Neil Compton, hard working Chairman of the English 
Department, has tackled his programme most enthusiastical- 
ly. “The University English Department is faced with an ins- 
piring but, at the same time, daunting set of tasks. 

“It must attempt to transmit as much of the tradition as 
it can to all students who pass through its hands for no 
matter how short a time. 

“It must train Jarge numbers of teachers and scholars to 
staff the secondary school classrooms of the community but 
the large numbers must not be allowed to imply mediocrity 
of standards in this most important discipline. 

“Finally, the University English Department has a duty 
to literature itself — the loving study, exposition, elucida- 
tion and explication of texts. 

“In spite of its crucial role in the modern curriculum, 
English is probably taught badly more often than any other 
subject. Very few high school English teachers have either 
honours B.A.’s or M.A.’s in the field. There is thus an im- 
portant role to be played in Montreal by an institution

which, like SGWU, will make it possible for teachers to 
pursue advanced studies in English as far as the Master’s 
level.” 


LONG ANTICIPATED EVENT: 

Dr. Hall, Principal Emeritus, related in a recent interview 
with PG: “Many people look upon th growth of Sir George 
Williams University as rapid. Some have even called it 
“phenomonal” or “fantastic”. This has been true in recent 
years, but it is not more so than the explosion of many 
other Universities during the post-war era. 

“Our Universtiy might well be looked upon as a senior 
of the young Universities of Canada. Its first degrees were 
granted in 1936 and it has awarded altogether about seven 
thousand Bachelor degrees. In the first difficult years of the 
institution’s development, growth was slow for many rea- 
sons. Not the least among these were the great social facts 
of the depression of the early thirties followed by the war 
of the early forties. Institutions (like individuals) which 
lived through these years could not help but be affected by 
such fundamental social phenomena. 

“For many years SGWU has looked forward to the deve- 
lopment of a graduate programme. The delay occured, not 
for lack of need or desire, but rather for lack of resources 
and the simple fact that the demand for the University’s 
present programme has always been greater than the ca- 
pacity of its plant, financial structure and size of staff. 

“As in other fields the policy of slow and sound growth 
has been adopted. We who are the “old-timers” of the insti- 
tution look upon this as another natural step in the develop- 
ment of the University and another step in meeting the ob- 
vious educational needs of the community.” 


BROADEN AND IMPROVE STANDARDS: 

Professor Alfred Pinsky, Chairman of the Fine Arts 
Departments, views the Master’s Degree in Art Education 
as a necessary progression in the fulfillment of University 
goals in education. “Primarly this programme can further 
on-going research so badly needed, and secondly, this post- 
graduate programme can set the tone for under-graduate 
work in a most beneficial way.” Professor Pinsky further 
feels that this post-graduate programme can broaden and 
improve standards to meet entrance requirements for both 
under-graduate and post-graduate faculties. 

The programme leading to the Master of Arts Degree in 
Art Education will involve research in specialized areas of 
Art Education. Stress will be placed on individual and cri- 
tical approaches to the teaching of art. Seminars will be held 
to integrate the various areas of study. This programme is 
a unique one. The only other similar programme in this 
field in Canada is being carried out in British Columbia. 

This course has come out at a very important time — 
when both the meaning and teaching of art come into their 
own. To-date, very few art teachers have been able to fur- 
ther their own education and young teachers may now be 
able to train and specialize in this field. Art teachers are 
desperately needed, and it is both encouraging and exciting 
to watch this programme develop. 

The post graduate facility at Sir George Williams Uni- 
versity will now provide some urgently needed new re- 
sources. It is with much interest that we will follow the 
progress of these Faculties as they take their place in the 
University’s ever growing curriculum.

Previously honoured Georgians include the late Dr. Ken- 
neth Norris, Dr. Henry Hall, Dr. B. W. Roberts and John 
Burr Frosst PhG, who chaired the building committee for 
Sir George’s present facilities. 

This honour will again be bestowed on five worthy men. 
The scene will be Montreal’s Victorian Windsor Hotel. On 
the evening of October 22, the members and friends of the 
Alumni Association of Sir George Williams University will 
gather to honour these men. 


IRVING R. TAIT, B.Sc., D.Sc. Member of The Board 
of Governors, S.G.W.U., Chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee of the new K. E. Norris Building. 

Dr. Tait, a McGill graduate in Engineering in 1913, has 
served on the building committees of almost every Y.M.C.A. 
and Sir George building project in the last two decades. For 
many years, he was Chief Engineer for C.I.L. and is still 
active in the Engineering Institute of Canada. 

He too has had an active public life, having served as 
city councillor for McGill and is currently a member of the 
Protestant School Board. 

In almost all projects in the Montreal area where sound 
professional advice was needed by organizations occupied 
with providing opportunities for seif development, Dr. Tait 
was willing to serve. For S:G.W.U., his assistance has been 
of the highest order. 
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ROY CAMPBELL: Senior Member of the Board of 
Governors, S.G.W.U. Mr. Campbell came to University life 
from a most active business career that included forty-two 
years with the Canadian International Paper Company, from 
which he retired as Secretary.

GEORGIANS AROUND THE WORLD 





During the Spring of 1965, I had the 
thrilling but unexpected experience of 
a trip around the world. This was as a 
member of the annual Canadian YMCA 
World Service tour. We left Montreal 
on April 15 and arrived back on May 
16, having visited eleven countries. Thus 
the trip was so hurried that it did not 
give time for contact with many indi- 
viduals. However, through the interest 
of several friends, including the Exec- 
utive Director of the Association of 
Alumni, I was able to meet several 
alumni in various distant parts of the 
world. 

One of the educational advantages of 
travel is that it gives one a new view 
and often a new appreciation of his 
own country. After leaving Hawaii our 
first stop was Tokyo where our party 
of seventeen was kindly invited to have 
tea at the Canadian Embassy building 
with its maple leaf flag, then but a few 
weeks old, flying from the flagstaff. I 
think that, whatever our attitudes about 
the new flag may have been previously, 
we were all pleased at that moment that 
Canada has a distinctive flag. 

While waiting my turn to meet the 
various officials in the receiving line I 
was delighted to see among them FRED 
BILD (B.A. 1957) and his charming 
wife (née EVA KORNPOINTNER, 
B.A. 1958). Later during tea I had a 
chance to talk with the Bild’s about 
their family (three children) and their 
life in the remarkable environment of 
modern Tokyo which is said to be the 
largest city in the world. Fred and Eva 
Bild, like all other Georgians whom I 
met, were most anxious to send their 
greetings and regards to their friends 
and former associates here. 


While in Japan, I also meet WIL- 
LIAM J. McKEOWN (B.A. 1960). Bill 
is very busy as a secretary at the Osaka 
YMCA where he has considerable re- 
sponsibility. I was surprised and touch- 
ed by the fact that he walked in while I 
was having breakfast one morning having 
travelled nearly all night for the pur- 
pose of seeing me. Such experiences 
give one renewed evidence of the 
friendship and spirit of Georgians. 

From Japan we proceeded to Hong 
Kong, the home of many Georgians. 
Unfortunately time and other commit- 
ments did not allow me to meet with 
many graduates in that fascinating area. 
However, I had not been there long 
when I received a telephone call from 
CHRISTINE AU (B.A. 1963). She was 
most kind in taking me to see some of 
the sights of Hong Kong which other- 
wise I would have missed. I also visited 
her home and met her father and 
mother. She even turned on the televi- 
sion so that I might see a local program 
which at the moment happened to be 
Dr. Kildare done in Chinese. Christine 
is engaged in social work and, there- 
fore, has a real appreciation of the 
social problems of Hong Kong. 

While in Hong Kong I also met a 
few other Georgians including SANDY 
MADAR who was a student at Sir 
George a few years ago and who would 
like to return some day. He kindly took 
me to lunch at the Grosvenor Restau- 
rant which is a fascinating place as it 
typifies the combination between Eng- 
lish influence and Chinese culture which 
is the essence of Honk Kong. 

Another friend, who was very kind 
to me there and one whose friendship 
I have appreciated over the years, is 


WILLIAM J. K. WOO. Willy Woo is 
a native Montrealer who is not a grad- 
uate of Sir George Williams but who 
has many friends here as he was a 
valued and_ enthusiastic basketball 
coach, having led the Georgians through 
many games and to their share of vic- 
tories in the early days. It was a great 
pleasure to see him and Mrs. Woo. 

On arrival at Bangkok airport we 
were met by another Georgian, MUR- 
RAY E. FAULKNER (B.A. 1959). 
Murray is Fraternal Secretary of the 
International Committee of YMCA’s 
who has attained a special place in the 
life of YMCA in Thailand. We visited 
the remarkable camp on the shore of 
the Gulf of Siam. This camp has been 
developed largely through Murray’s 
influence and hard work. We were also 
entertained at the home of Murray and 
Joan Faulkner together with several 
local people and had an unforgettable 
evening on their lawn, illuminated by 
coloured lights and surrounded by a 
high hedge. It is at such times that one 
appreciates the beauty of the tropics. 

After Thailand we made two stops 
in India. These were at Calcutta and 
Delhi. At neither of these places did I 
meet any Georgians as our stay in 
India was brief and crowded. It is a 
vast and complex country. 

At Beirut in Lebanon I met two 
friendly Georgians whom I had known 
well in their student days. They are 
ROBERT D. SALLERY (B.A. 1962) 
and MURRAY H. CAIN (B.A. 1964). 
These young men are closely associated, 
Bob having served with UNRA and 
Murray as a student secretary in the 
International Committee with the 
YMCA of Lebanon. 

Due to some sort of “bug” which I 
had picked up en route my memory of 
Beirut is not as it otherwise would be 
and I missed my scheduled contacts 
with Murray and Bob. However, I did 
see them briefly and learned that they 
will probably both be back in Canada 
soon having completed their tours of 
duty. 

After leaving Beirut we spent a few 
days in the ancient Holy Land. Having 
visited Jerusalem and its surroundings 
in Jordan, for example Jericho and 
Bethlehem, we crossed the armistice 
line through the famous Mendelbaum 
Gate into Israel. I regretted my inability 
to see Georgians whose names and 
addresses I had in that exciting country, 
but our schedule did not allow any free- 
dom. We flew from Tel Aviv to Athens 
another center, of course, of ancient 
culture and civilization. Our next stop 
was Geneva, then London and home. 

Certainly among the highlights of my 
experiences is the opportunity to meet- 
ing graduates and former students of 
the University and one of the keen 
regrets is that I passed close to several 
of them without the opportunity of at 
least shaking their hands. Perhaps the 
kind Editor of Postgrad will allow me 
to say a sincere word of thanks to those 
whom IJ did meet and an eaually sincere 
word of regret to those I did not.

ROBERT CANNON RAE 


Although he comes from afar, Robert Rae should be at 
home in this place, a University with a special concern for 
its undergraduates and a long tradition of preparing them 
for service as well as scholarship. He received his early 
education in Toronto and at Ridley College, St. Catharines. 
Back in Toronto at the University (there was only one 
there then) he earned the degrees of Bachelor of Arts and 
Bachelor of Social Work, and became Scholar in Theology 
at Trinity. Then followed doctoral studies at Teachers Col- 
lege, Columbia University, New York. Today he is the able 
Principal and Vice-Chancellor of Sir George Williams Uni- 
versity in Montreal, an institution which in the past has 
made its own special contribution to higher education, and 
now, under his leadership, is meeting with boldness, imagi- 
nation and vigour the mushrooming demands for the kind 
of education it is uniquely fitted to provide. 

Principal Rae has always had a deep interest in and 
concern for people, especially young people. He had work- 
ed in many capacities in Canadian Y.M.C.A.s, and boys 
clubs of Canada. He is a former Secretary of the Adult 
Program Department of the National Council of Y.M.C.A.s 
of Canada and is now a member of the Executive Commit- 
tee of that National Council. He is a Governor of the 
United Red Feather Services and a former Vice-President 
of the Montreal Council of Social Agencies. His deep 
Christian conviction finds expression in many ways, as a 
Lay Reader of the Anglican Church of Canada, and a dele- 
gate to Synod, as an Honorary President of The Student 
Christian Movement of Canada, and of course in the Young

Like most University Presidents, he is a member of many, 
academic bodies and University associations, Provincial, 
National and International; but, like most University Pres- 
idents, he has more than a full-time job at his own Univer- 
sity.

The illusion was gone, The French atmosphere had disap- 
peared like fog in the morning sun. What could have been 
a delectable “céte de Boeuf” in a little bit of France became 
just another steak in just another restaurant. 


We think the B and B commission and the politicians 
should check into what this sort of thing is doing to the 
tourist trade. 


Then there was the tale told a couple of years ago by a 
columnist for a French language daily in Montreal. 


He saw a man enter a restaurant one busy noontide and 
demand to be served by a French speaking waitress. Fair 
enough. A waitress was dispatched from the other side of 
the room to take his order. 


“Un steak,” he said, ‘“‘avec des French fries.” 


That’s as bilingual an order as you can make. Anybody, 
even a Colonel Blimp (supposing that one would condescend 
to wait upon tables) could have taken that order. 


When you get on the topic of B and B, talk often gets 
around to the Quebec separatists. 


These people often complain — with justification — 
that English Canadians haven’t troubled to learn anything 
about French Canada. But the reverse is true too. 


At a recent separatist rally the master of ceremonies was 
telling a couple of anti-English jokes to warm up the aud- 
ience before the leader started speaking.

“Eleven living,” the good woman replied, “and two more 
in Toronto.”

Montrealers might soon have nothing 
left to gripe about. The subway is in 
the works, Expo is becoming a reality, 
Sir George Williams’ building is nearing 
completion, and the Montreal airport 
is installing moving sidewalks. And 
now, a group in which at least one 
Georgian figures prominently has form- 
ed to bring English theatre, on a pro- 
fessional level, to a city that has often 
been a stage but seldom had one. 

The Montreal Stage Company is to 
be located in the currently fashionable 
old quarter of the city where a commit- 
tee is now scouting for a building to be 
renovated for the purpose. A public 
subscription campaign now in progress 
is expected to carry a major part of the 
financing for the company, and the re- 
sponse to it should be a fairly accurate 
gauge of future public support and 


enthusiasm. A sizable amount of public 
interest and financial backing will set 
in motion the more positive steps to- 
wards making the company a reality. 

The stress is on a permanent profes- 
sional company that will not be a self- 
consciously Canadian effort, but rather 
the production of the best available 
material performed by the best avail- 
able talent. With this in mind, the com- 
pany has chosen Dino Narizzano as its 
full time artistic director, and several 
works by Shisgal, Albee, O’Neill and 
Sartre are being considered by him and 
a play selection committee as part of 
an eight month, eight to ten play year. 
Ian Moore, a Georgian grad is a mem- 
ber of the public relations committee 
currently involved in stimulating in- 
terest in the one hundred and fifty 
member company. 


Eventually, when we who have al- 
ways complained about the sad lack of 
a permanent English drama company 
in this city have given it our financial 
and moral support, and have expected 
and gotten superb entertainment in re- 
turn, the company plans to encourage 
new Canadian talent by offering awards 
and subsidies in an undertaking com- 
pletely independent of its program of 
regular performances. 

It would be a shame to deny a group 
with so much to offer anything but a 
full measure of support. A “couldn’t 
care less” attitude has cost too dearly 
in the past and has been responsible 
for this city being less exciting than it 
has any right to be. 

There is a special kind of pride in 
seeing Georgians so actively engaged in 
this kind of venture. The Instant Thea- 
tre, enthusiastically embraced by the 
sandwich set at lunch hour in Ville 
Marie (oh! for a silent paper bag) also 
boasts a guiding light from S.G.W., and 
has perhaps helped to create a climate 
of receptivity in which the Montreal 
Stage Company will find it easier to 
operate. Jack Cunningham, a Sir George 
Grad is a co-director of the company 
that is quickly changing the lunch hour 
habits of people in the mid-town area. 
His professionalism in both writing 
and directing was recognized by the 
critics after the presentation of his 
original play at Yale University this 
year. 

The old Bonsecours district in which 
the Montreal Stage Company is seeking 
to locate is the current “in” part of the 
city. It has become fashionable to poke 
about in the shops and galleries that 
have sprung up almost overnight, to 
look over the shoulders of a handful of 
artists who are trying to capture a bit 
of old Montreal before the restorers get 
to it and make it a new old Montreal, 
to gape at Eric McLean’s historic old 
Papineau residence, or to stare at the 
posters for the Saltimbanques, an avant- 
garde French drama group housed on 
the corner of Bonsecours and St. Paul. 

The Montreal Stage Company will be 
a long overdue addition to the city’s 
cultural life. Out in Winnipeg, John 
Hirsch has almost singlehandedly mold- 
ed an impressive theatrical company, 
where, in the cold of a Manitoba eve- 
ning in a city that has not half Mont- 
real’s pretentions to sophistication, he 
presents Ionesco to a full house and 
wild applause. Mr. Hirsch claims that 
theatre should be regarded as a com- 
munity service and function in much 
the same way that a library does, rather 
than be thought of as a luxury that is 
pleasant to have but can be done with- 
out. Toronto sometimes has sixteen live 
dramatic presentations on stage at one 
time and boasts of a repertory company 
of long standing. Now Montreal, with a 
new burst of theatre awareness, is finally 
coming into its own. 

We have been cruising along on a 
reputation for fine restaurants and a 
splendid view from the top of the 
mountain. Now it looks like the time 
is fast approaching when we can eat 
well, look long from our mountain, and 
still watch a curtain going up.
